Though the river has been under the 
control of the United States Govern- 
ment since 1880, the money which 
Congress has k dribblea out for the 
improvement since that time has 
accomplishedjnothing more than to 
put the four old locks in good condi- 
tion and build one new one, practi- 
cally", in other words, extending the 
navigation only from this city to 
High Bridge. The failure to accom- 
plish more is not due in any sense to 
a want of efficiency on the part of 
the officers who have charge of the 
improvements. It is merely the re- 
sult of the appropriation, which is 
barely enough to build one lock and 
dam at a time. |If the amounts were 
increased the contracts could be let 
on a larger scale and the necessary 
timber and stone be gotten out to [ 
take advantage of every day in | 
the season that the weat her and stage | 
oT water will admit of the work.

UNJUST RATES 

To Frankfort Manufacturers by 
Railroads. 

The manufacturers of this city com- 
plain thatone of the railroads unjustly 
discriminates against them in the ad- 
justment of the rates into and out of 
Frankfort. They say that in certain 
lines the schedule amounts to extor- 
tion as compared with other points 
that have no greater natural advan 
tages and no more competition in 
transportation than this city. The 
tendency of such an injustice to the 
Frankfort manufacturers is to pre- 
vent those already here from thriv- 
ing in their business, and to keep 
away others who may be looking 
some good location at which to 
vest in manufacturing enterprii 
Of course if the people quietly sub 
the railroad will never remedy 
griev ance, and the hope of the growth 
and prosperity of the city arising 01 
of its manufactures will not have 
basis of living inducements to rest 
upon. It has been suggested that 
aome concerted action of the business 
men be made at once to take the 
matter into consideration and show 
to .the railroad that they do not pro- 
pose to sit quietly within a wall 
around the city and see their own 
manufacturers driven away for want 
of competing facilities, and others 
who migjht come take the warning 
and shun the place as they would 
pestilential dangers of a cha 
house.
